puts me in mmd of Oscar Wilde s 
remark 'that he had never liked 
brute logic’; it always struck him 
as

Surely mankind was endowed by his 
Creator with intellectual weapons 
capable of extricating him from 
such an ugly little cage 
“ And sure enough, even a little 
thought reveals that the analysis is 
overly simple 
It is indisputably 
true, of course, that the net effect of 
some Democratic presidencies (a 
Lindsay’s, for example» would quite 
likely be worse - for conservatism 


and for America — than anything 
one can reasonably anticipate under 
Nixon. But you and I have seen 
conservatism

Meandering with Jackson 
Voting rights 


For many years now, there have 
been 
literally 
millions of Cali­ 
fornians who, although of proper 
voting age, have been prevented 
from going to the polls and exer­ 
cising their voting franchise. There 
are millions more in other states, 
but California is. I think, the prime 
example, due to the great mobility 
of the people who live here 
The reason for the disenfranchise­ 
ment has been the state's archaic 
residency requirements. In order to 
vote in California, in addition to 
being registered, a citizen has been 
required to live in the state for one 
year, in his country 
for 30 days, and in 
his 
precinct for 54 days. 
Since 
a 
great 
percentage of Cali­ 
fornians are either 
moving 
into 
or 
within the state con­ 
stantly. 
this resi­ 
dency requirement 
has been an effec­ 
tive legal measure 
to keep them from 
voting 
However, things may change for 


the better as a result ot a Supreme 
Court ruling of this week 
That august body has declared 
that the residency requirements of 
the state of Tennessee violate the 
civil rights of its residents Although 
the case dealt specifically with 
Tennessee, 
most 
constitutional 
lawyers agree the decision probably 
will, and should, affect other states. 
Justice Thurgood Marshall, who 
wrote the majority opinion, pointed 
out that research shows approxi­ 
mately 3.3 percent of the population 
of the United States has made a 
move from one state to another 
during most recent years on an 
annual basis. 
Our 
own 
circulation 
records 
indicate that considerably more 
people, on a percentage basis, move 
each year from one location to 
another within our city, county and 
state. In our town, the move rate is 
more like 15 percent annually. 
People are either moving into, away 
from, or within the confines of the 
valley on a staggering scale. 


What the whole thing means is 
that, nationally, over six million 
people annually have their voting 


p riv ile g e s 
taken 
away 
unnecessarily. 
The Voting Rights Act of 1970 
provided 
for 
a 
dispensing 
ot 
residency requirements in elections 
where national oflices are involved, 
but the act certainly did not have 
any affect on state, county and local 
elections. The old residency require­ 
ments are still in effect as far as 
these elections are concerned 
The old argument that it takes a 
year, or three months, or two 
months, or what have you. for a new 
resident to become familiar with 
local candidates and 
issues no 
longer 
holds 
water. 
Justice 
Marshall 
pointed 
out 
Further 
research 
has 
shown 
that 
with 
modern communications methods, 
most campaigning, and hence most 
of the time devoted to becoming 
familiar with candidates and issues, 
occurs within thirty days of an 
election Hence, he has suggested, 
and his colleagues have agreed, with 
the exception 
of Chief Justice 
Warren Burger, that thirty days is a 
sufficient time for residency. 
Sometimes progress is slow in 
coming, but it looks as though it has 
arrived at last.

We had to get to this point. The 
issue was never in doubt in my mind 
although it may have been neglected 
publicly. 
We had to get to the point of 
deciding what obligations we have 
for building in a river’s flood plain.

What is is that the issue 
was raised at all What we are now- 
considering all along the wav is the 
obligation of government and that 
means the public to inform a 
developer or a land buyer of any 
threats that may exist, prior to 
application for a building permit. 
We haven’t always thought along 
these lines. As late as 1966 a key 
commission 
in 
Ventura 
County 
paused, enroute to rezoning some 
property along San Antonio Creek, 
to consider whether to tell the 
developer the land was subject to 
flooding 
In 1938 I believe it was, the 
Ventura River overflowed its banks 
in the Oakview area destroying 
houses and if memory serves, taking 
some lives It was about that time or 
not much before that you could still 
find Chumash Indians living along 
the river front. It was a poor area at 
any rate by the floods of 1938 
the Oak Grove Indians, who came 
long before the Chumash. were a 
little smarter, whether by heredity 
or experience, because they built 
their main facilities, whatever they 
were, on the bluffs overlooking the 
river, particularly in the Miramonte 
area. 
Shortly after the Lompoc Valley 
floods ot 1969. developers could be 
found reconstructing buildings that 
had been washed away in the 
Buellton-Solvang area.

county planning commission chief 
and member of the Santa Ynez 
River Water Conservation District 
Board of Directors, put it succinctly 
not long ago. He said that we go on 
building in floodplains and sooner or 
later the river tries to take back 
what it considers its own. 
This is not to say we shouldn't 
build in a floodplam. merely that we 
must consider the threat and that's 
what we re doing. The extension of 
this kind of responsibility is going to 
run all through our ways of dealing 
with ourselves.
